CEDARBURG GETS 
NEXT CONFERENCE 


PEKIN. Oct. 20.— The rebels ov­ 
erwhelmingly defeated the imperial 
troops at Hankow, according to 
a 
message received here today from 
the scene of the battle by way of 
Kiu Kiang. It is said the imperial 
forces losses were very heavy ana 
th at the rebels are in complete con­ 
trol of Hankow. 
The victorious rebels are report­ 
ed to be ransacking Hankow now 
for Manchus and mercilessly 
kill­ 
ing them wherever found. Not even 
babies are spared. The Chinese seem 
fairly mad with hatred of the alien 
race which has so long dominated 
their governm ent and oppressed the 
country. 
From the 
governm ent’s 
stand­ 
point the seriousness of the rebel 
victory at Hankow cannot be exag­ 
gerated. 
Literally millions of Chi­ 
nese have been awaiting the out­ 
come of th e fighting there to decide 
w hether to rem ain loyal or to cast 
in their lot with the revolutionists. 
The latter having won, it is a fore­ 
gone conclusion that outbreaks will 
begin starting up in every direc­ 
tion. There is a growing belief th at 
the present governm ent is doomed. 
In Pekin itself th e w*ell-to-do Man­ 
chus are preparing to flee the coun­ 
try. 
The authorities are massing the 
troops to defend th e approaches to 
Pekin at present, but disaffection Is 
so general th at there is hardly a 
regim ent in the entire arm y which 
can be relied on. Scores of soldiers 
go over to the rebels daily. 
W hat has especially surprised the 
foreigners here has been the deter­ 
m ination with 
which the Chinese, 
always hitherto 
considered a dis­ 
tinctly 
anti-m ilitary 
people 
have 
fought since th e 
present uprising 
started. On both the rebel and im­ 
perialist sides 
the m ost reckless 
bravery has been shown. Much of 
the fighting has been at close quar­ 
ters with the bayonet, and in every 
engagem ent the dead have been ac­ 
tually piled in heaps before either 
side w’ould give way. 
The rebels, wherever 
victorious, 
continue to show th e greatest con­ 
sideration for foreigners, but it is 
appreciated th a t this is due to the

health service. Th*s movement of giv­ 
ing out anti-typhoid vaccine has re­ 
cently been started by the state hy­ 
gienic laboratory. 
The state board of health has also 
sent Dr. L. E. Spencer, one of i*s 
members, who also made an inspec­ 
tion of th e premises. The diagnosis 
of this case was made by Dr. Gnagi, 
medical attendant of the hospital. 
Title examination by Dr. Spencer and 
by Dr. Smith confirmed Dr. Gnagi s 
diagnosis, and these

confirmed at the sTate hygienic lab­ 
oratory under the supervision of Dr. 
M. P. Ravenel.
